’ Now, fecing this was the Cufe of Kerab 
and Dathin, in Oppofition to Mees and 
Aaron: 1 beg the Reader to think, whe- 
therever there was any Thing more patal- 
lel to the fame, than that of our late Aigb- 
Church Fucobite Party, in Oppotition to the 
Revolution-Settlement and Maxims. ‘Are 
not Dodwel, Lefly, Hicks, Sacbeverell, &Ce 
the very fame, hoch iu Principle and Pra- 
Gice, that the Koraites were of Old?
